Now Is Proper Time For All Who Have Interests In Lake 
Region To Put Their Projects Under Way, fo Be Ready To 
Do Business During The Tourist Season 


Right now, at tht first of August, is 
the time at which all persons who have 
interests in the Everglades should exert 
themselves to complete their plans for 
the succeeding year's operations, if they 
are to have any operations. 

Schools will open this month; the 
commercial fishing season on Lake 
Okeechobee will open within thirty 
days; land is being prepared and seed 
beds made for the early winter crops. - 

The cross-state. highway, although 
open only in part, is complete from the 
cast coast to Lake Okeechobee, and al- 
though connecting roads are not fin- 
ished they @ire being used for a con- 
stantly increasing tide of travelers. 
Misgivings as to the policy of the Flor- 
ida.East Coast Railway Company have 

been wholly removed but it seems 
certain that trains will be running to 
East Beach this winter, 

Do W now or lose a year! That is 
what people who have interests in the 
Glades must do. If you. are to build, 
build now when tenants can be had. If 
you are to subdivide, do it now ,when 
sales can be made. If you are to clear 


land, start it now, that there be plenty 
of time to put the land in shape for the 
following season's crops. 

Business is getting better all over 
the United States. Western grain 
growers will have more money this 
coming spring than they have had for 
three years; business and professional 
people ir the north and east will have 
money for investment. Railroads will 
bring in many prospective investors, 
homeseekers and speculators. But there 
are a lot of loose ends to be gathered 
together and a lot of. details to be look- 
ed after before the Everglades commu- 
nities are in shape to do business right, 
Let us start the process of getting 
ready in time. It is uneconomic to 
delay, expensive and wasteful, and it 
is a policy that ought not to be started 
in the Everglades communities. 

In the north the “clean up” campaign 
starts in the spring; here it should 
start in early fall. Always a good deal 
of work has to wait on somcone else. 
we are that dependent on one another, 
so: each should do his part even though 
his part seems small.

That the people of Florida do not 
seriously object to the present total 
taxes is pretty well proved, we main- 
tain, by the size of the majorities by 
which bond issues are carried, and the 
number of the bond issues is consider- 
able. Everyone. knows that congress 
can make appropriations only from 
funds obtained by taxation, yet the ma~ 
jority sentiment is always for more ap- 
propriations by thé national govern- 
ment, We suspect that the heavy body 
of objection to taxes is from the great 
capitalists for whom the Mellon bill 
was prepared and supported. What- 
evér the actual merit of the Mellon bill, 
that measure was defeated and its low 
er tax provisions climinated.

It is 
accomplished when congress permits 
immoderate charges by railroads ` and 
express companies and when it shifts 
charges from!the unduly rich and puts 
the burden on the mass-of^ people and 
when it, enacts tariff legislation that 
makes consumers pay more than a fair 
profit.

Bids Will Be Opened 
Then If Chairman 
Conners Is Back 


Purclfase of an “all-metal centrifugal 
pump and a 225-horsepower underwrit- 
ers’ engine" to be used in controlling 
ground water level in the Pahokee 
drainage district is contemplated by 
the supervisors. Bids have been called 
for and will be opened at a meeting set 
for August 19. The meeting of the 
supervisors may be postponed, however, 
because W. J. Conners the chairman of 
the board, may not have returned by 
that time from a trip to the north 
which may be extended to a visit to 
Europe. Authority for calling for bids 
was given at a meeting of the super- 
visors held at the home of Mr. Conners 
in Okeechobee July 18. 
The Palm Beach Post of July 25 gave 
these details of the plans of the super- 
visors: 
“The pump is to have a capacity of 
2,250,000. gallons an hour and will be 
housed in a-fireproof building. 
oil in the Pahokee drainage dis- 
trict is nearly all custard apple muck, 
the rithest of the many varieties of 
muck found in the Everglades of Palm 
Beach county. Conners farms between 
Canal Point amd ‘Pahokee and many 
smaller farms near Canal Point, Paho- 
kee and Badoim Point have been under 
cultivation for many years. 
“Pointing out that the land in the dis- 
trict has for many years been free of 
surface water except on occasions when 
Lake Okeechobee has overflowed into 
Pelican Bay, Karl Riddle, the engineer 
for the district, stressed the fact that 
the pumping outfit is to be installed to 
keep the ground water level below the 
roots of avocado trees, sugar cane 
stalks, grape vines, banana plants and 
other products wiose growth extends 
over a-long period oi time. 
"The. Pahokee drainage district is 
triangular in shape. The pump is to- 
be located on the west fork of the*Pel- 
ican river behind the state dike scar 
the shore of Lake Okeechobee. From 
this point Neil A. Campbell, dredging 
contractor of West Palm.Beach, is dig- 
ging in a due easterly direction maim 
canal No. 1 which is te be seven and a

Dredges Move 


A dredge will start about August 10 
making theinside dike in the , Palm 
Beach drainage and highway district 
between the Hillsboro canal and the 

orth New: river canal, Louis Barwick, 
engineér for the district, reported Sat- 
urday at West Palm Beach to The 
Everglades News. The dike wifl be on 
the lake front and will parallel the out- 
side dike already put in by the state 
drainage baord. The dike will run 
from the ‘lock at one canal to the lock 
at the other canal. 

Tom M. Bryan's dredge * bas com-, 
pleted caüal D in unit No. of the 
district. This canal extends from sec- 
tion 12 on Belle Glade road due west 
seven miles to a point on North New 
river canal three quarters of: a mile 
South of the town of South Bay. 

A walking dredge has been moved 
across North New river. canal and 
starting.at the-end of canal D is work- 
ing west to dig canal_A of unit No. 1, 
which latter canal will extend seven 
miles due west to Miami canal. The 
extavated matefi: “spoil,” thrown 
up on the canal bank, is intended to be 
utilized as road material, 

From Belle Glade road to Miami 
canal, a distance of 14'miles, is a route 


di 

and north of canal A, unit No. 1, 
extending the ditches to the lake. These 
ditches are 10 feet wide and 7 feet 
deep; they run north and south half a 
mile apart. The: canals run east and 
west. The crew which operates the 
Buckeye ditching machine alternates 
with the walking dredge which is dig- 
ging canal A in unit No. 2. This being 
done because as the funds of the dis- 
trict do not allow operating the ma- 
chines simultaneously, an equal amount 
of work is being done in the two locali- 
Mies. In unit No. I is an area known 
as "the triangle" because of the shape 
given it by the canals and the lake; 
this area will be completely provided 
with lateral ditches by the time the in- 
side dike is finished between Hillsboro 
and North: New river canals, which is 
expected to be thirty days.

Canal Point appears to be the logical 
gateway on Lake Okeechobee to. what 
is generally referred to as East Beach 
—the entire east shore of the lake. It 
is located on the lake front at the 
source of the Palm Beach canal, 40 
miles west of West Palm Beach. This 
canal is 60 to 70 feet wide with a depth 


of three to six fect, primarily intended 


for drainage, but affording transporta- 
tion facilities for light draught boats 
and barges fram the lake to West Palm 
Beach on the Atlantic coast. ‘ 

Up to the recent completion of the 
Conners Highway this canal has been 
the main outlet for a considerable 
portion of the vegetable crops raised 
along the cast shore of the lake since 
farming began in the lake region of 
the erglades.
